the 


school authorities are enabled to get in 
touch with such applicants and

In addition to this the 
bureau informs each applicant for citi- 
zenship that his name has been for- 
warded to the educational- authorities, 
advises him to go to school, and points 
out the benefits to be derived from such 
attendance. The bureau is also work- 
ing in close co-operation with various 
patriotic and civic bodies of tho coun- 
try to secure the opening of public 
night schools where there aro none. 


The wives o£ all petitioners for nat- 


uralization are also advised to attend 
school, for the ren-son that they derive 
citizenship when thefr husbands obtain 
their final papers, and 
because, too, 


such instruction will materially aid tho 
family to live as Americans live. It lias 
been found that approximately two out 
of every three petitioners for naturaliz- 


lioncrs and 15.000 wives of petitioners,

high school might prove adequate, but 
it certainly could never be used for 
such a purpose with any degreo of 
(success, and moreover, such use of a 
high school assembly room would be 
undesirable, ur.v.'ise'aud generally un-

Commissioner

has in mind a building that is neither 
a school nor a public hall, but there 
are thousands in Lowell who favor 
both a new high school and a public 
hall, and there nre very few in l,o\vel! 


• ^vho would care to have the two prop-

jcoseil. The citizens of Lowell have 
'Bone on record as voting overwhelm- 


• ingly in favor of a public hall, but 


what they want Is a real public hall 
for public purposes and not a room 
primarily erected for school purposes.

spoiled. 
"I am greatly pleased to hear ot this 


campaign of educating the public as to 
the principles underlying the wearing 
of jewelry because It means much to 
the American woman In the develop- 
ment of her taste in dress, and I hope 
that the educational campaign on gen- 
eral lines will help to make the Amtrl- 
can woman one of the best and most 
tastefully dressed women of the world." 
" Jlr. Kelley Is an American by birth 
and Is about 33 years old. according to 
the passport issued to him by tho Amer- 
ican government on his recent return 
from Paris. He was born and raised 
near Chicago and started art work In 
early life. About six years ago he went 
to Paris, Where he soon began to spe- 
cialize In fashion designs and quickly 
made a name for his work, particularly 
on the line of evening dresses, becom- 
ing the designer for some of the most 


. 
notable houses of Paris. For *ome time 
he has been recognized in this country 
as an artistic factor In the determina- 
tion of style. 
Mr. Kelley Is an ardent' admirer of 


' the good taste of the women of Paris 


and claims that the good taste has, to 
an extent, been libeled through the ig- 
norance of American fuVers In that city. 
"As a, matter of fact." said Mr. Kelley, 
"there are only a few American buyers 


' In Paris'who have shown proper taste, 


most of them being attracted by the 
odd. unusual and bizarre things which 
come out with every change of style.

need is for fats, butter, peas, rice and 
beans. The citizens committee claims 
that all flour, corn and feed materials 
have been confiscated by the military 
authorities or taken to Prussia.

Germans have taken charge of the po- 
tato crop, whicii they declare Is being 
given exclusively to the civil popula- 
tion In districts not occupied by the 
military. 


Flour costs 37 kopecks per kilogram, 


rice 125 to 150; peas and beans 100 and 
112; salt, 27 to 35; crystal sugar, 105; 
lump sugar 125; coffee 395 to 500; but- 
ter 325 to 570; bacon, 4SO. (A kopeck 
equals about half a cent and a kilo- 
gram 2.20 pounds). Thus far only the 
sale of bread has been regulated but 
tho regulation of sugar is contemplat- 
ed. There is great need of clothing 
and blankets, 
but 
the scarcity of 


leather and hides Is still more keenly 
felt. The re-so!eing of shoes is pro- 
hibitively expensive.

Throughout the country the plan of the 
bureau of naturalization of the U. S. de- 
partment of labor to enlist the co-oper- 
ation of public schools in the education 
and Americanization of candidates £pr 
citizenship Is receiving tho most grati- 
fying support. Approximately 400 cities 
and towns have .already joined in this 
nation-wirte educational movement for 
the elimination of the hyphen and this 
number is increasing daily. 


The magnitude of this work and Its 


development 
since its inception are 


shown, in part, hy the territory' cov- 
ered, the number of candidates for citi-. 
zenship reached, and the night and day 
schools which have been established for 
their instruction. It is the intention o£ 
the bureau of naturalization to com- 
municate with all applicants for citi- 
zenship in the United States, wherever 
they arc to bo found, a^d to secure the 
opening of classes for them. 
During 


the current scholastic year all superin- 
tendents of schools where classes may 
be-formed will receive monthly from 
the bureau the name, address, age. na- 
tlonalty, and other necessary informa- 
tion .concerning, each alien 
residing 


within their jurisdiction who flies a 
declaration of intention or petition for 
naturalization. In 
this manner 
the 


ichool authorities are enabled to get in 
touch with such applicants and 
afford 


them valuable assistance in preparing 
for citizenship. In addition to this the 
bureau informs each applicant for citi- 
zenship that his name has been for- 
warded to the educational authorities, 
advises him to go to school, and points 
out the benefits to bo derived from such 
attendance. The bureau is also work- 
ing in close co-operation with various 
patriotic and civic bodies of the coun- 
try to secure the opening of 
public 


night schools where there are non«. 


The wives of all petitioners for nat- 


uralization are also advised to attend 
school, for the reason that they derive 
citizenship when their husbands obtain 
their final papers, and 
because, too. 


such instruction will materially aid the 
family to live ns Americans live. It has 
been found that approximately two-out 
of every three petitioners (or naturaliz- 
ation are married, and It is toward tho 
improvement of tho home life and con- 
ditions that this phase of the move- 
ment is especially directed. 


The records of the bureau of natural- 


ization show that since the commence- 
ment of the school year on Oct I noti- 
fications have been sent to approxi- 
mately 40.000 declarants, 20,000 peti- 
tioners and 15,000 wives of petitioners. 
and each day hundreds are added to the 
list. 


The present volume of naturalization 


shows that over half a million foreign- 
born residents annually bring them- 
selves within the Jurisdiction of the bu-

Had 
Commissioner 
Duncan 
given 


inoro thought to the crying need for 
* public hall In this city and to the 
possible uses of such a. hall, it Is 
very Improbable that he would have 
advocated the use o£ the alleged com- 
ing high school hall for such a pur- 
pose. As ho understands the 
scope 


end limitations of a public hall, the 
Jilgh school mlghi prove adequate, but 
it certainly could never be used for 
such a purpose 
any degree of 


•uccess, nnd moreover, such use of a 
high school assembly room would he 
Undesirable, unwise and generally un- 
satisfactory. 
Commissioner 
Duncan 


has In mind a building that,is neither 
a school nor a public hall, but there 
are thousands in Lowell who favor 
both a new high school and a public 
hall, and there are very few In Lowell 
who would care to have the two prop- 
ositions merged in the 
posed. The citizens of 


manner pro- 
Lowell have 


gone on record as voting overwhelm- 
ingly In favor of a public hall, but 
what they.want is a real public hall 
for public purposes and not a room 
primarily erected for school purposes. 


What Lowell needs IB a hall, cither 


on the ground level or up one (light 
easy of access, with many exits and 
every precaution in case of fire or 
panic and large enough to house thou- 
sands more than would'pack the pro- 
posed school hall to 
Hie 
doors. It 


would be impossible to have such a 
hall In any school building 
.without 


Bacriflcingr school requirements 
and 


adding the cost of a public hall to the 
original school appropriation, and even 
If such were possible, the plan would 
never succeed. 


The one adverse comment heard 


during the recent great exposition was 
on the lack of room, and a wish was 
expressed by thousands of intelligent 
visitors to the Kasino for a new bullel- 


Btart agitating a five-hour day or even 
a three-hour day. ft certain Irrespon- 
sible leaders can have their way, thero 
would bo no industries and it would 
not be long before society would go 
down before class war and universal 
i evolution. Do such irresponsible men 
speak for the- building trades depart- 
ment of the American Federation of 
Labor1; \\'o believe not. 


The entire country feels and admits 


tl:o right of all workers to get a rea- 
sonable wage for a reasonable day's 
work, but it Is unfair to expect nil 
industries to bo run according to one 
fixed scale of hours or wages. 
Differ- 


ences in working methods, 
locations 


and other things -make differences in 
working conditions unavoidable, 
and 


even the popular eight-hour day can- 
not easily be adopted universally— 
though its adoption Is the slogan of 
many trade union circles in this part 
of the country. 
Surely the agitation 


for a. six-hour day makes it harder 
for somo workers in tho east to get 
an eight-hour day, for thero will be a 
growing fear that tho extremists in 
the unions will not stop 
until 
they 


have ruined industry. It is 
well 
to 


fight for humanitarian principles, but 


matlo processes as they existed before 
tho world went mad. Sir Edward 
veiled .his sentiments In nice language 
but he merely argued thnt might Is 
right and that If tho neutrals 
have 


suffered from the breach of interna- 
tional law they should go In and com- 
pel the warring 
nations to respect 


their rights. America shows no dis- 
position to do this, and if our strong- 
est protests do not avail, we may find 
some process more effective 
without 


forsaking what the mighty Sir Edward 
calls our "Impotence." Belligerents may 
still go as fur as they daro—and they 
probably will—but we havo a govern- 
ment with Ideals that will survive the 
flouting of International law.

'Twould be out of 
the question, and what is the use of 
a public hall that would not serve its 
purpose? 


Moreover, a school building in which 


. thousands of children are housed daily 


Is no proper place for nightly meetings 
of the general public. It would not be 
possible under such circumstances to 
ensure.the proper degree of sanitation, 
and the public assemblage 
feature 


would entirely destroy the school at- 
mosphere. Night school would be out 
of the question, or else the public- hall 
would be such only under limitations 
of space and of uses that would make 
It .worse than useless. There is some- 
thing In the very ideal of a public 
hall that is entirely at variance with 
the Imposition of conditions such as 
would surround the use of a 
high 


school hall. 


It seems to be Mr. Duncan's idea 


that since the new high school 
will 


have a. large hall, costing a great deal 
of 
money, which will he used only 


four or five times a year, something 
else ought to he none with it. and the 
public hall idea he thinks is as good 
as any. In other words, 
since 
tho 


high school will havo a hall more or- 


buslness and trade of tho country. 


It is high time that the' average 


American worker—the sensible 
man 


with a family who understands the re- 
lations that exist between capital and 
labor—should pauso and ask wbithcr 
the times are tending. Many of such 
workers, if not most, are loyal tinion 
men, 
and they havo profited by their 


affiliation with their unions; for tho 
just and conservative trades union is 
a boon not only to the worker but to 
industry.

WILMINGTON*. Vt., Nov. 29,—FIro 


early yesterday morning destroyed tho 
plant of tho Ludlnglon Manufacturing 
company, erected last year, causing a 
loss of nearly $175,000, which la 
tho 


greatest loss this town ever sustained. 
About 160 persons are thrown out of 
employment, a third of 
whom, 
are 


women and girls. 


The property was insured and-plans 


already aro under way for rebuilding. 
Tho plant consisted of a. clothespin 
factory 130 by 45 feet, three stories 
high; a saw and veneer mill 122 foot 
by S3 feet, two stories high; dry kilns, 
a water house and other buildings, ag- 
gregating $100,000 In value, besides a 
large amount of specially mads ma- 
chinery, lumber in the process of man- 
ufacture and a warehouse full of fin- 
ished stock.

The flre started in the waste 1n that 
room, while the watchman was-out for 
luncheon, and followed along the trav- 
eling carrier system into 
tho

mill. 


When discovered by the watchman 


a lino of hose was used with such ef- 
fect that it was thought the fire had 
been subdued, hut a little later the 
flames broke out in tho elevator shaft 
before the hose company arrived, and 
spread rapidly through the building. 


The main building had a concrete 


and steel exterior and was regarded as 
a first class fire risk. Work

plant was begun in May last year and
